Federal agents blocking the Dixie 


highway ]ust north of the New Smyr 


na city limits are said to have made 


a rich haul of liquor last Thursday 
night when an effort was niade to 
traiibpoit the wet goods from New 
gan ma to Diytona

about the city after the seizure, the 
liquor was a part of the cargo on 
iosrd the Willie Jane, which went 
abound in the inlet the night before

The federal prohibition officer's offi-e

one Packard, carrying about

cases of choice liquors, were captured

GANG ARE KILLED 


COUNTY 
SHERIFF AND DEPU 


TIES WIPE OUT NOTORIOUS 


BAND OF OUTLAWS IN BATTLE 


WITH GUNS 


As the result of a gun battle be 


tween members of the John Ashley 
gang of outlaw:, and Sheriff Merritt 
of St Lucie county and his deputie , 
four membei-, of the noted band 
weie killed and the remnants of the 
gang wiped out 


The four 
members of the gang 


were literally "shot to pieces" by the 
sheriff and his deputies when they 
attempted to pull then guns after 
having been waylaid and held up by 
the officers 
Not a merobei of the 


sheriff s foices was wounded 01 even 
scratched 


The one sided battle, in which the 


band of notorious outlaws was wiped 
out, took place on the Sebastian river 
bridge on the Dixie highway between 
&t Lucie 
and 
Erevard 
counties, 


wheie a trap had been la d for the 
tobberb and where they were caught 
unawares 
Had they submitted quiet- 


ly to the orders of the sheriff after 
he "had the drop" on them, they 
would be.alive today, but in jatl But 
instead of submitting to being hand 
cuffed they attempted to shoot their 
way out and "died with their boots 
on " 


I or many vear=, Hie noted Ashley 


gang has terrorized the lower East 
Coast and there have been frequent 
clashes between sheriffs' forces and 
members of the tribe 
They are said 


;o have been responsible for a num 
ber of bank lobbenes and other de- 
predations along the East Coast and 
several members of the gang have 
been killed bj the officers 
The wip- 


ing oat of the gang brings a feeling 
of relief to the whole East Coast and 
Everglades settsonb of Florida

son

KNOWN CRAFT AT MOSQUITO 


INLET PROVES 
FATAL 
ONE 


BUT CARGO IS SAVED 


The final experience of the Willie 


Jane which went aground at Mos 
quito inlet last week Wednesday night 
is told in the following story taken 
fiom the Datyona Daily News of Fu 
dny 


Successfully salvaging her cargo 


of 360 cases of assorted liquors in 
broad daylight Thursday, after hav 
ing gone aground on the north point 
at Mosquito inlet, the Willie Jane, an 
alleged rum running craft of New 
Smyrna added another thrilling ex- 
ploit to her long list of hair breadth 
e&eapades that have Jong- been the 
talk of rum row followers here 


Attempting to enter the treacher- 


ous inlet during the darkness of early 
noining hours Thursday, the captain 
of the Willie Jane, forced to resoit 
to a compass course alone in picking 
up the channel, went off his course, 
thevclutch mechanism failed, the boat 
Irffted, and soon the 40 foot motor 
joat, with her valuable, if prohibit- 
ed cargo went aground 


It was no new experience for mem- 


bers of the ei&w, for the Willie Jane 
las been aground three times on the 
north point during 
the past 
few 


reais, each tjme being saved through 
almost heroic work of her crew and 
aid from ashore 


But because of approaching day- 


'ight a.nd the manner m which the 
craft was pounding m the breakers, 
quick action was demanded to puii 
lei cargo out of this third accident 
at the inlet 
And quick action was

As soon as word

Jane's plight spread among members 
of the rum ring heie, another and 
laiger craft of shady reputation put 
out to her aid 
This craft reached 


the Willie Jane shortly after daylight

With lepoits of rum boata going 


aground and transferring their car- 
goes unmolested during broad day, of 
another losing her rudder and lying 
in New Smyrna inlet two days while 
replug were made, without attempts 
ng to tiansfer the caigo of smuggled 
booze, the United States coast guard 
cutter Yamacraw has steamed south 
from Jacksonville and taken up a 
position several miles southeast of 
the inlet, according to waterfront 
observers 


According to those supposed to be 


in (he know, the Yamscraw is main- 
taining constant vigil for rum run 
nmg activities, and the captain of the 
vessel has been quoted in one quarter 
as having given vociferous oration to 
his especial watch for one rum lugger 
of this vicinity that has7 gvien him 
"the slip' in the past 


It is also said that Monday the 


coast guaid forces off the inlet were 
strengthened by two 40 foot speed 
boats, which came down the inland 
waterway from Jacksonville, where 
:hey were constructed, chugged out 
of the inlet, and are also lying in wait 
close to the fsrg-er craft 


Whether the Yamacraw was or- 


dered south because of recent cas- 
ualties in the ranks of the rum craft, 
or because of frequent rumors to the 
effect that a rum row similar to the 
one now established off the New Jer 
sey coast, was to be anchored off 
this section, is not known 


Information concerning the coast 


guard" activities is said to have come 
;o local rum running circles fiist hand 
jy one of their members who is said 
to have become shipwrecked off the 
nlet several nights ago, and was 
picked up by the cutter's crew 


The =mall boat which the man was 


piloting is said to have capsized while
